Only last year was action 
secured. Georgia now has, thanks to his 
activity, clean laws with teeth in them, 
laws that make licensed graft impossible 
and that place the state’s protection about 
every dollar put into an insurance company 


from any source. 


SPENDTHRIFT GEORGIA. 


At the expense of her own people, the 
state of Georgia last year made farmers 
of western and northern states a clear gift 
of $37,496,000. That is the minimum estl- 
mate of the penalty of the single-crop cot- 
ton system, as analyzed fully in another 
column by H. G. Hastings, of Atlanta. The 
enormous sum here stated represents the 
difference between the value of cotton and 
cotton seed produced in 1912 by Georgia, 
and the value of food purchased outside the 
state by Georgia farmers. The tribute was, 
of course, made up by the commercial and 
manufacturing industries of the state. 

What this state and other southern states 
have since the civil war paid out in need- 
less toll to other portions of the country 
is really beyond estimate. We are now 
beginning to raise a little corn and other 
food products. For a good many years 
following Appomattox we Imported practi- 
cally everything for which we could pay in 
cash or usurious credit. Year after year 
the income from the cotton crop, the 
mightiest agricultural asset ever given to 
a people, has been mortgaged: to pay not 
only for bringing forth the crop itself, but 
for meeting virtually every other expense 
of living and of development. 

With acres in every Georgia county 
abundantly able to produce the corn, the 
oats, the wheat, the meat and poultry 
products to sustain life, we have persist- 
ently concentrated on cotton and robbed 
the revenues from that crop to pay .people 
of other sections for producing our food 
for us; we have paid a double and a treble 
tax, in that we have had to compensate 
transportation companies and middlemen 
for bringing to us these products which 
should have been raised right here at home. 

In entire candor we have been and are 
pursuing a policy that can adequately be 
described only as economic insanity. Dur- 
ing the past few years we have. witnessed 
the amazing paradox of the corn club boys 
raising corn at a cost of 4) cents a bushel, 
while their fathers were bringing it in from 
the west at $1 a bushel. We have paid 
fancy prices for pork and meats, when 
Georgia is, potentially, the best beef coun- 
try in the world. 

As Mr. Hastings says, this system must 
be revolutionized. The boll weevil will 
soon force action, but it is better to antici- 
pate the boll weevil. By practicing diversi- 
fied avriculture, not only will we keep at 
home these millions we now inexcusably 
send abroad, but we shall also pile up an 
export margin in the foodstuffs that can so 
easily be produced in Georgia.

Ingersoll’s Description of a 
Born Orator. 


Robert G.

“I remember very 
vividly,’ said he, “and 
always shall remember 
a campaign speech 
which I made in the , B. J. Edwards. 
Academy of Music in Brooklyn. This speech 
is permanently imprinted in my mind because 
Henry Ward Beecher was chairman of the 
meeting. After the meeting was over I had 
a little chat with Mr. Beecher. I studied 
his face, and I said to myself, ‘I would Know 
that this man was a natural-born orator if 
I didn’t know who he was. He has the 
peculiar expression around the mouth 
the peculiar formation of the lips which I 
have found are infallible tests of a man’s 
gift for oratory.’ ”’

“T have never yet met with a man who 
was gifted with great power of oratory who 
did not have a heavy lower lip and also a 
peculHar but indescribable expression around 
the mouth. 

“T have sometimes heard it said that the 
power of oratory is revealed by a man’s eve. 
The eye sometimes tells a story of great 
vocabulary and flow of language, but, in my 
experience, the eye never contains any hint 
of the peculiar oratory that sways great 
masses. 

“Beecher had tiie 
expression that played around them. So 
had General Garfield. George William Cur- 
tis, who had very great gifts for popular 
oratory, possessed exactly this kind of 
mouth. I have always felt that Curtis, 
through a sort of over-cultivation or refine- 
ment, failed to attain the highest rank of 
the popular orator. Wendell Phillips had 
the orator’s lips and expression; so did that 
wonderful actor, Tom Corwin. 

“If you want to get a good idea of what 
1 mean I suggest that you take one of the 
pictures of Abraham Lincoln. He 
master of us all as a popular orator, and 
he also combined with that gift the unusual 
one of masterly power for concise, 
legal argument. Take 
Look at the full, almost overhang- 
Study the expression around his 
mouth. You don’t need to look at his eves, 
for if vou do you will get nothing but a 
sense of pathos. His lips and his expression 
which always encircled them were a perfect 
revelation to me of the wonderful almost 
miraculous gift that this man possessed for 
appealing to the heart, to the emotions, as 
well as to the intellect of men.”

Mr. Clarke fought for the Bristow amend- 
ment, while Senator Bacon led the fight 
against it. 

Senator Bacon's chief obfection to the 
Bristow. proviso was that the exercise of 
power given to the federal supervisors ex- 
tended over the whole state, whereas, under 
the present plan of election by the legisla- 
ture the field of investigation in case of con- 
test is confined to the legislature... Under 
the Bristow proviso the federal supervisors 
could enter every county and every precinct; 
and as a state has only two senators, should 
the senate be close, and a bad man at the 
head of the government, the temptation under 
the exigencies of politics, to file information 
so as to throw out the democrat would be 
strong. Federal supervisors, some vears 
back, were not scrupulous in making up 
reports for the elections committee of. the 
house of representatives. And Senator Bacon 
showed the possible danger of such action, 
applied to senators, if the field of investiga- 
tion and the powers of federal supervisors 
be extended beyond the legislature to the 
whole state. Under the Bristow proviso the 
exercise of power is altogether different in 
the election of senators by popular vote 
than by the legislature. As it is, those dan- 
gerous powers of supervisors do not exist in 
practical effect. , 

Senator Bacon remembered the experi- 
ences of the south with federal supervisors, 
and their false and partisan reports for con- 
test purposes.

WHEN DID THE 7 
ALPHABET ORIGINATE? 


How far back the art of printing extends 
through the ages can hardly be satisfactorily 
guessed at the present time. The poems of 
Homer, which are said to have originated 
not later than 800 years before the Christian 
era, traditionally are reported to have been 
handed down from generation to generation 
by word of mouth for several centuries 
before they were finally embodied in a per- 
manent written form. 

There is a passage in one of these poems 
which describes how a Greek hero was sent 
to the court of an Asiatic king bearing with 
him tablets inscribed with “bakeful signs,” 
and it is still a matter of conjecture with 
scholars as to whether or not the “signs” in 
question consisted of writing in the sense in 
which we of the present day understand the 
term. 

Certainly, from early ages methods of 
expressing humap thought by means of some 
form of signs existed. How far back the art 
extends we can hardly guess. Abundance of 
examples can be found in the Egyptian 
hieroglyphics which have been unearthed and 
which the researches of scholars have 
taught us how to read. -Such a system, how- 
ever, was far removed from what we under- 
stand by writing. It gave expression to 
ideas by means of pictures and was com- 
pletely devoid of such devices as letters and 
spelling. 

The foundation of modern alphabets, how- 
ever, was laid in the gradual development 
of pictorial representations into characters 
representing sounds or syllables, from which 
in later ages letters were evolved. An 
instance of the process may be cited in the 
Egyptian sign for “water’—a zigzag line 
obviously meant to represent waves—which 
in process of time became the foundation of 


the modern letter M. Picture writing was 
not confined to the ancient Egyptians. It 
was discovered in full use by Hernando Cor- 
tez, when he landed among the Aztecs of 
Mexico, and it has also been the foundation 
of modern Chinese characters. 

The developed Egyptian writing probably 
was borrowed by the Phoenicians, who were 
the early traders in Mediterranean waters. 
Through their agency something more like 
an alphabet was evolved, and this in its 
turn was imparted to the Greek race, with 
whom the Phoenicians had early relations. 
The Greeks themselves attributed thetr 
alphabet to this early maritime people, as 
may be seen in the legend which recited 
how Cadmus, a Phoenician stranger who set- 
tled in Greece, taught the natives of the 
peninsula the art of létters. 

There is weightier proof, however, than 
the voice of tradition and legend to give a 
Phoenician origin to the Greek alphabet. The 
Greek names for the letters A and BR. “Al- 
pha” and “Beta,” are without meaning in the 
Greek language. They are obviously copies 
of the Semitic names, Aleph, Beth. The 
Same is the case with other letters of the 
alphabet. Aleph and Beth mean, respectively, 
“an ox,’ and “a house,” and early forms: 
of the letter, which became the Greek 
Alpha and the English A, are obviously rough 
pictures of an ox’s head, horns and all com- 
plete. 

We may gather, then, that pictorial char- 
acteristics of the Phoenician letters were 
retained after the letters themselves were 
applied to the representation of sounds of 
nature. Such characteristics were used as 
efficient aids to the youthful memory -in 
ancient times, much as in modern days chil- 
dren are taught the alphabet by means of 
ingenious rhymes which tell them that “A 
was an archer who shot at a frog: B wasa 
butcher who had a big dog.” It is purely 
to the simplified methods of elementary edu- 
cation in ancient Tyre and Sidon that we owe 
the shapes of many of our English letters. 

After the alphabet thus came into use in 
Greece, the art of writing spread into all 
those parts of Europe where Greek settlers 
made their home. The course of centuries 
Saw certain changes in the form of different 
letters. Some characters were discarded and 
others were added to the alphabet. But for 
the writing which has given expression to 
the thoughts of all the master minds of 
western Ekurope we of modern days must 
thank the settlers of a tiny Greek colony-— 
the small town of Cyme, founded on the coast 
of Italy about eight hundred years B. C. This 
small settlement, in a great measure, beyond 
all the dreams of its founders, became the 
pivot of modern history, art and learning. 
Just when and how the alphabet came into 
existence no one can determine, for. like 
many things associated with antiquity, it 
was brought about gradually through devel- 
opment.

A Serious Situation. 


We have a reasonable amount of state 


pride This condition hurts, but 
we see no other way to bring our people to 
a realization of the utter folly of continuing 
our present suicidal agricultural system 
than to put these figures before them. 

We don't believe in hiding our heads, 
ostrich-like, in the attempt to ignore the 
results of a poverty-producing agricultural 
system. Georgia is confronted by a most 
serious, economic situation, which will 
shortly become even more serious with the 
advent of the boll weevil. 

So far as Georgia is concerned these 
tremendous purchases of grain, hay, meat, 
dairy and poultry products represent an 
economic waste of not less than $80,000,000 
per year, $80,000,000 taken away from the 
people of Georgia just as surely asifan enor- 
mous crowd of pickpockets was on the job. 

How? Simply because time and again 
it has been demonstrated in all parts of 
Georgia that, with fairly intelligent hand- 
ling, corn, Oats, hay, meat, etc., can be and 
are being produced at a cost not exceeding 
one-half. what is paid the merchant for these 
products. 

The costs shown in the records of crops 
of the Boys’ Corn clubs of Georgia average 
around 40 cents per bushel. The cotton- 
growing, corn-buying farmer pays nearer an

average of a dollar. Is it any wonder that 
there are so few years that the cotton 
Srower can “pay out?’ 

It's the blind following of a poverty- 
producing agricultural system that is to 
blame, not tariff, trusts or railroads; the 
one-crop systeh, a system that Wears out 
both man and lands and leaves nothing to 
show for it but poverty and depleted soils. 

These figures run up into the millions, but 
they are but the totals of hundreds of thou- 
sands of individual grain and supply pur- 
chases. John Smith is responsible for a 
hundred or so dollars of those millions, Tom 
Sanders for three hundred, Henry Green 
running several plows may buy five or six 
hundred dollars’ worth, and so on through 
practically every farming community of 
Georgia. : 

The Boys’ Corn clubs of Georgia have 
proved several things. One of them is that 
the feed corn that their fathers have been 
paying around $1 per bushel for can be 
raised for an average cost of 40 cents per 
bushel even in unfavorable seasons. 

According to Professor J. Phil Campbell. 
superintendent of the Boys’ Corn clubs of 
Georgia, these boys have increased the corn 
yield of Georgia by $30,000,000 in the last 
five years, an average of $6,000,000 a year. 

Have the. adult farmers of Georgia less 
brain, backbone or muscle than those corn 
club boys, 18 years and under? If the boy 
can do it, why not the man? 

It's the men, who, through one cause or 
another, have failed to do the commonsense, 
careful work that these boys have been 
doing that are responsible for these $80,0060,- 
000 of economic waste each year. 

Western Supremacy. 

The difference in the financial status of 
the Iowa and the Georgia farmer is this: 
The Iowa farmer pays no man a profit or a 
transportation charge on the general sup- 
plies for his family and feed for his stock. 
The Georgia farmer pays a half dozen 
profits and brokerage fees and a transporta- 
tion charge covering nearly 1,000 miles for 
practically everything his family and live- 
stock consume. [s it any wonder that the 
Iowa farmer is wealthy compared with the 
Georgia? The worst of it is that it is so 
absolutely unnecessary. 

It's the height of folly for the people of 
Georgia to shut their eyes to these facts 
that are as plain as the nose on a man's 
face. This condition must be remedied, and 
it can only be remedied by concerted action 
in every part of the state by the gradual 
withdrawal of credit by the merchant and 
banker to every farmer who falls to plant a 
reasonable portion of his acreage in grain 
and hay crops. 

Based on past experience, the average 
adult cotton grower is not going to raise his 
supplies so long as he can-~get them on 
credit. It will be necessary to take this 
withdrawal of credit step anyhow when the 
state is infested with the boll weevil, now 
within 60 miles of southwest Georgia, a-sec- 
tion bound to be infested not later than 
1914. Why not anticipate this boll weevil 
condition which will in very large degree 
wipe out the credit system based on cotton? 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce nearly 
three years ago recognized the commercial 
menace of the boll weevil and started the 
agitation of the boll weevil question which 
has been continued by the various agencies, 
both state and federal, that deal with the 
subject. Later tnany of its members began 
to realize the commercial danger of our 
present lop-sided agricultural system that 
produces a business condition such as shown 
by the figures above. This led to the cham- 
ber’s promoting the two Georgia corn shows 
that have been so successfully held in At- 
lanta, now recognized as one of the best 
constructive works ever undertaken by a 
commercial bédy scattered all over Geor- 
gia are other commercial bodies that can, 
in their more limited territory, insist on and 
promote a proper diversification of crops. 

No state or section of country can ever 
be permanently prosperous that is dependent 
on other sections for its food supply. His- 
tory running back thousands of years proves 
this, and Georgia and the southeast are no 
exception to this natural law. 

Georgia is confronted with doubly dan- 
gerous economic conditions; first, the abso- 
lute folly and waste of our present agricul- 
tural system; second, the wiping out of the 
credit system based on cotton that. inevitably 
follows the invasion of the boll weevil. 

It is certainly time for every commercial, 
banking and agricultural organization in the 
state to take cognizance of these conditions 
and act promptly. It cannot be changed 
entirely in one year, but a good healthy start 
can be made in 1913.

FAVORED IN WEST END 


Hundreds Sign Two Petitions 
Requesting Council to En- 
act Segregation Act. 


The citizens of West End, through 
their attorney, Eb T. Williams, have 
presented two petitions to council con- 
taining several hundred names of the 
property in favor of the Ash- 
ley ordinance to prevent negroes from 
buying or renting on street occu- 
pied by white peopie. to 
this matter Mr. Williams says: 

“The word segregation in the Ashley 
Ordinance ts greatly misunderstood. It 
does not meanto draw a linearound a 
certain locality and confine the ne- 
groes in it. It merely means that 
where a majority of all the residents 
are white people, the negroes shall 
not be permitted to rent or buy prop- 
erty next to the whites. 

“It is in the interest of both races to 
Keep down friction which will arise if 
that is done. It must come sooner or 
later, and the sooner the Ashley law 
is passed, the better. ‘ 

“The city council of Baltimore pass- 
ed such a law, and the supreme court 
of Maryland held it valid, so in the 
State of Virginia, the sameresult was 
had. We know that tne supreme court 
of Georgia and the United States have 
held the ‘Jim Crow’ law, separating 
Whites and blacks in our railroad

“Feeling Fine,’ Says Progres- 
sive Senator After Discuss- 
ing Matters of Legislation 
With President. 


O. Cochran, of the Ralph O. 
Real Estate agency, deliv- 
address last night before a 
of the Atlanta Bankers and 
Brokers’ club at the Transportation 
club.

In opening his address Mr. 
outlined the functions of banking 
stitutions, enlarging upon thelr indis- 
pensability to the financial world, and 
pointing out the reasons why iegisia- 
tion has been passed prohibiting na- 
tional banks from making loans on 
real estate. 

Can Borrow More Than Pay 

In part Mr. Cochran said: 

“The question may be 
propriety: What is the 
national banks loaning on real estate: 
It has been my observation that good 
men, worthy of credit, can always bor- 
row more than they can pay. 
more, it is true under our present 
panking system, although it is custom- 
ary to make loans for ninety days or 
four months, that such loans can in- 
variably be renewed, if the borrower 
measures up to the responsibility and 
standard fixed by the officials of the 
bank. However, this Is necessarily a 
precarious predicament for a borrower 
to be in, if he has borrowed the money 
in the expectation of paying back 
in twelve months or some longer pe- 
riod than this.

Grilling Doesn’t Shake Boy’s 
Testimony About Disappear- 
ance of Document. 


Washington, March 14.—A_ senate 
committee spent four hours today in- 
vestigating charges made by Senator 
Gore that an assistant doorkeeper of 
the senate, Carl A. Loeffler, had been 
responsible for the disappearance in 
1911 of the Hostlaw certificate of de- 
posit, an incident which figured promi- 
nently in the trial of Senator William 
Lorimer. For over two and a half 
hours of that time, a 14-year-old page, 
William W. Harris, faced the eight 
Senators present at the hearing, and 
Sustained a severe examination, which 
did not alter his assertion that he be- 
lieved he had given the paper to Mr. 
Loeffler. 

Mr. Loeffler, who took the stand 
late in the day, declared emphatically 
that he had not received the paper 
Which later disappeared. He said it 
had never been in his possession. 
After being produced in the senate 
February 14, 1911, by Senator Cum- 
mins, it passed into the hands of other 
senators, he said, and never after- 
wards saw it or heard of it. 

The boy who stood the grilling of 
the senate committee was produced by 
Senator Gore. In his charges in the 
senate yesterday against Mr. Loeffler, 
Senator Gore gave the page as his 
source of information. The boy, who 
was accompanied By his mother, said 
he had taken a paper from Senator 
Bailey during the latter’s speech, had 
shown it to other members, and that 
as he started toward the desk with it 
Mr. Loeffler intercepted. him and took 
it from him. 

Facts brought out by the examina- 
tion indicated that the paper taken by 
the page might have been another doc- 
ument that Senator’ Bailey was exhib- 
iting to the senate. Attempts by Sen- 
ator Gore to interrupt the testimony 
by suggestions were several times the 
cause of sharp comment by Senator 
Dillingham.

“Representative Bell is the demo- 
cratic ‘whip’ of the house and he told 
the president something about eondi- 
tions in that body and the gemeral 
preparedness of the congressional co- 
horts for the eXtra session. Mr. Bell, — 
however, discussed patronage matters 
with the president. He has several] in- 
teresting postoffice problems in his 
district. Mr. Bell did not speak to the 
prsident today about Mrs. Helen 
lLonmgstreet, the widow of General 
James A. Longstreet. of Confederate 
fame. Mrs. Longstreet is postmistress 
at Gainesville, Ga. the largest town 
in Mr. Bell's district. Her term as 
postmistress expired last December and 
there is a fight on for her place. She 
was twice appointed postmistress of 
the town because she was the widow 
of. General Longstreet, who ‘had been 
a republican since shortly after the 
Civil war. Before her marriage to 
the aged @eneral, she was the editor 
of a Georgia weekly. She has done 
much writing since that time. She has 
also taken a prominent part in public 
questions generally.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK: 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, March 14.—-Reports that heavy rains 
were delaying crop preparations, and rather a 
better spot demand from exporters checked the 
decline in cotton early in the week and caused 
rallies of about 29 points. Arbitrage houses and 
trade interests continued buyers on the advance, 
but there was little indication of broadening 
speculative interest and after a considerable re 
duction in Wall etreet or scattering short ac- 
counts the market showed renewed hesitation, 
owing to prospects clearing weather in the 
belt, bearish .week-end figures, and claime that 
March export engagements were not heavy enough 
to make any lasting impression on prices. 
étormy weather south did not appear to have 
created any real apprehension ag to the new crop 
outlook, although it emphasized the fact that a 
favorable start is dependent. upon weather con- 
ditione during the next two monthe. Last year 
wet weather in March attracted considerable at- 
tention, as little preliminary farm work had been 
accomplished. This season, however, prepara- 
tions were reported well advanced before the re- 
cent rains, and géllers have expressed confidence 
that a few days of good weather would find the 
trade quite as optimistic over the proepect ae 
previously.
